Con¬ 
servative MLA Roy Brassard 
has been frozen from the 
newly appointed provincial 
cabinet. 

In a press released issued 
by the province last week 
outlining the new cabinet 
under Ralph Klein, 
Brassard's name was absent 
from both cabinet position 
postings and executive com¬ 
mittee seats. 

The absence of official du¬ 
ties from Klein’s cabinet 
comes as a demotion for 
Brassard who had supported 
first Lloyd Quantz, then 
Nancy Betkowski in the bid 
for the provincial leadership. 
Brassard had served as As¬ 
sociate Minister of Family 
and Social Services and later 
as Minister Responsible for 
Seniors under the Getty gov¬ 
ernment. Under Klein's first 
government. Brassard had 
been named to sit on the 
Social Care Facility Review 
Committee. 

With the new appoint¬ 
ments under Klein, Brassard 
now returns to the Legisla¬ 
ture to sit as a back bencher, 
despite winning the Olds/ 
Didsbury riding with a sig¬ 
nificant majority.. 

While Brassard said he is 
disappointed by his lack of 
responsibility in the new 


would like to have a posi¬ 
tion,” Brassard said. “But for 
cabinet, it is critical at this 
time to balance all the needs. 
Klein needs the freedom to 
put in who he needs. And 
there is a lot of strength in 
this cabinet." 

“As an MLA, I do have the 
right to sit on any of the 
committees. The mandate I 
got here was overwhelming, 
and 1 plan to do my very best 
to fulfil that.” 

Brassard said he will 
spend his extra time on local 
issues like health and the 
fate of the three local hospi¬ 
tals. He also plans to work on 
the budget. 

Campaign workers from 
the local Conservative Asso¬ 
ciation are also disappointed 
with Brassard's disappear¬ 
ance from the government 
inner circle. Millie Lennox 
said the team was a little 
surprised by Brassard’s shut 
out considering the size of 
Brassard's win and the area 
which he represents. 

"But I feel that it is a mat¬ 
ter of balance," Lennox said. 
“Absolutely in a downsized 
government there are a lot of 
tough decisions to make. But 
these things aren’t cast in 
stone.” 

"It isn’t fair to Judge ahead 
of time," Lennox said regard¬

Onward and upward 


Agriculture biggest employer

A recent summary of the 1991 
Canada census shows agricul¬ 
ture to be the largest employer 
In (he County of Mountain View. 

Mountain View was also 
shown to have the largest 
number of sheep In the Red 
Deer Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission's Jurisdiction, as well 
as the largest number of farm¬ 
ers reporting off farm work. 

The summary, prepared by 
the RDRPC. complies local sta¬ 
tistics from Information gath¬ 
ered by the census to help with 
planning and development In 
regional areas. Other Informa¬ 
tion found In the report shows 
that farm size has Increased by 
11.2 percent since 1971 In the 
Red Deer area, with acres culti¬ 
vated up 6.2 percent but the 
number of farms down 4.4 per- 
cenL 

The report also showed that 
the average age of farmers In the 
area has Increased since 1971, 
making the 55 years and older 
category the largest part of the 
market In this reporting period. 


County of Mountain View crop 
use reports show land use break 
down as follows: crops - 54.4 
percent, summerfallow - 2.8 
percent. Improved pasture 
10.2 percent and other - 32.6 
percent. 

With the trend for decline In 
the number of farms in the area, 
some concern has been raised 
both nationally and provlnclallv 
about the future of rural mu¬ 
nicipalities. Population predic¬ 
tion made by the RDRPC shows 
a significant Increase In all ar 
eas of the Mountain View county 
based on historical analysis. 

Under the predictions, the 
county Is expected to show an

average annual Increase of 2.6 
percent to the year 2011 or to 
34.516 from 22.720. A closer 
breakdown shows the following 
growth predictions: Dldsbury - 
3355 to 6181. Olds - 5542 to 
9098. Sundre - 1834 to 3605 
Cremona - 393 to 830 and Car- 
stairs 1645 to 3061. 

Linear predictions for the 
same time period show a less 
optimistic growth prediction. 
Linear predictions are based on 
a 5 year average over 15 years. 
They predictions for the year 
2011 show Dldsbury to 4348. 
Olds to 7930, Sundre to 2447. 
Cremona to 544 and Carstalrs 
to 1985.

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Pension challenge for widows 


Dear Editor: 

The War Amps has filed the 
challenge under the Charter In 
the Ontario Court of Justice 
claiming discrimination against 
war widows, whose pension Is 
only 75 percent of the rate paid 
to a single male pensioner. War 
widow's pension, paid at the 
maximum rateof approximately 
$1,200 a.month. Is $400 less 
than that paid to male pension¬ 
ers, and Is below the poverty 
line In most provinces. 

This Is a gender Issue for the 
'90s. It Is necessary to realize 
that there are very few male 
widowers In receipt of pension. 
We are seeking equalization for 
our war widows who. under the 
existing Veterans Affairs Pen¬ 
sion Act. are expected to live on 


an Income 25 percent less than 
would have been paid If they 
had predeceased their hus¬ 
bands. 

There Is no valid reason for 
continuing this discrepancy into 
the 1990's when equality be¬ 
tween men and women Is not 
only a requirement of the Char¬ 
ter, but Is also a policy sought In 
both public and private sectors. 

The War Amps has been fight¬ 
ing this battle practically since 
1918 and. if we are successful, 
we expect that some 20.000 war 
widows will benefit. 

The War Amps claim speci¬ 
fies as well that widows of war 
amputees represent an "elite" 
among womanhood In this coun¬ 
try. Such widows are also enti¬ 


tled to a special status, com¬ 
pared with other widows. In that 
they were recognized by the gov¬ 
ernment while their husbands 
were alive through payment of a 
spousal allowance. 

Another special factor In The 
War Amps claim concerns the 
heavily-disabled war veteran 
who was discharged from hos¬ 
pital to his home after the war. 
where his wife had to provide 
care and assistance. In most of 
these cases there has been a 50 
year commitment which pre¬ 
cluded the wife from engaging In 
the labor force as she was re¬ 
quired to devote all of her ener¬ 
gies as a caregiver to her se¬ 
verely-handicapped husband. 

The War Amps Is asking the 


court to consider this "care giv¬ 
ing" as an additional reason for 
paying her pension at the same 
rate as a single male pensioner. 
In further argument. The War 
Amps point out that. If her hus¬ 
band was a pensioner at the 
rate of 80 percent to 100 per¬ 
cent and had predeceased her. 
he would have received more 
pension than that to which she 
Is entitled as his widow, although 
the cost-of-llvlng for both would 
be the same. 

A request for a revision of the 
legislation to provide equal ben¬ 
efits for widows and single male 
pensioners was made to Gerald 
Merrlthew. then Minister ofVet- 
erans Affairs, on May 8, 1991. 
The Minister stated that there 


was no government funding 
available to correct the Imbal¬ 
ance. If the court rules that there 
Is discrimination against wid¬ 
ows. the Department of Veter¬ 
ans Affairs will have to budget 
for the money. 

The Implementation of a fa¬ 
vourable mllng from the court 
would fulfil an Implied contract 
to the deceased veteran to the 
effect that If he died of a pension 
disability, his widow would be 
accorded fair treatment.

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Wildlife conservation effort benefiting farmers 


Thousands of migratory birds 
that spend their summers In 
Alberta's wetlands are finding 
the province an Inereaslngly 
better place to raise their young. 
The credit for this turn-around 
goes to the team-work of hun¬ 
dreds of farmers and ranchers 
along with the partners of the 
largest habitat conservation Ini¬ 
tiative In history: the North 
American Waterfowl Manage¬ 
ment Plan (NAWMP). 

Launched In 1986. the 
NAWMP Is a 15-year. Interna¬ 
tionally-funded agreement be¬ 
tween Canada, the United 
States, and Mexico. It estab¬ 
lishes the framework for revers¬ 
ing the serious decline of water- 
fowl and other wetland-associ¬ 
ated migratory bird populations. 
The NAWMP recognizes that 
prairie Canada Is the most Im¬ 
portant destination for breed¬ 
ing waterfowl In North America, 
and that breeding habitats 
needed to be conserved as one 
of our most precious natural 
resources. 

"Wetlands are among na¬ 
ture’s most vital and productive 
communities.” says Ernie 
Ewaschuk. a senior biologist 
with the Plan In Alberta. "When 
considering the water, shore¬ 
line vegetation and surround¬ 
ing grasses, trees and shrubs 
that make up this community, 
wetlands support hundreds of 
wildlife species. These ducks, 
shoreblrds. songbirds, mam¬ 
mals and a host of other wildlife, 
depend on wetlands for their 
survival." 

In Alberta, the habitat pro¬ 
gram of the NAWMP Is called 
Alberta Prairie Care, and It Is 


delivered by a team of biolo¬ 
gists. agrologlsts and resource 
technicians from Ducks Unlim¬ 
ited and Alberta Fish and Wild¬ 
life Services, with support from 
the Canadian Wildlife Service. 
Wildlife Habitat Canada, and 
Alberta Agriculture. 

The program Is highly focused 
In target areas of the province 
and It Involves working as a 
team with farmers and ranch¬ 
ers to provide habitat benefits 
for wildlife while also providing 
benefits to the farm operation. 
Les Wetter, provincial agrologlst 
with Ducks Unlimited In Alberta, 
calls It a "wln-wln situation”. 

"For example, we have a lot of 
annual cropping done on prop¬ 
erty that has marginal agricul¬ 
tural value but could be highly 
productive for wildlife and from 
the standpoint of soil and water 
conservation." says Wetter. "In 
some cases, well pay farmers to 
convert these areas to quality 
grass cover for wildlife." 

In other cases, parkland or 
wooded areas are "Idled" during 
critical periods for wildlife nest¬ 
ing and growth. Another ap¬ 
proach provides financial Incen¬ 
tives to farmers to delay haying 
or grazing until after July 15 on 
perennial cover. This reduces 
wildlife disturbances and con¬ 
tributes to a higher nesting suc¬ 
cess rate for many ground nest¬ 
ing birds such as waterfowl. 

As a result of the NAWMP 
and the Alberta Prairie Care 
program, today there are more 
than 200.000 acres conserved 
or enhanced In Alberta to pro¬ 
vide this vital wetland habitat. 
And that’s Just the beginning. 

"There Is a lot of energy out 


there to make a difference and 
change the way we manage the 
land." says Ewaschuk. "It can 
mean good things for all of us - 
- farmers and wildlife."

Diamond tax amendment proposed 


Bill McKnlght. Minister of 
Energy. Mines and Resources 
(EMU), and Don Mazankowskl. 
Minister of Finance, last week 
announced proposed changes 
to the Income tax rules, effective 
January 1, 1993. to Include all 
diamond deposits In the defini¬ 
tion of a "mineral resource." 

"Diamond exploration In 
Canada has recently reached a 
high level of activity. The Income 
tax treatment accorded to dia¬ 
mond deposits has been the 
subject of a number of repre¬ 
sentations made to me". 


McKnlght said. 

The change will provide cer¬ 
tainty to the mineral Investment 
community that exploration for 
diamond deposits can be fi¬ 
nanced by flow-through share 
offerings, since all eligible ex¬ 
ploration costs would then 
qualify as Canadian exploration 
expenses. Flow-through shares 
are a financial mechanism which 
allow Canadian exploration ex¬ 
penses Incurred by a mining 
company to be passed on to 
Investors In consideration for 
shares In the company.] 


These benefits in¬ 
clude accelerated 
depreciation of the 
capital costs of new 
mines which effec¬ 
tively allows such 
new mines to recover 
all capital costs be 
fore paying any in¬ 
come tax. 


Housing starts drop in May 


National housing starts fell 
13.8 percent In May to 147.600 
units at a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate (SAAR), reported 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation. The April starts 
level was revised up slightly to 
171.300 units SAAR. 

In urban centres, starts of 
single-detached dwellings were 
down 6.9 percent In May to 

63.800 units SAAR, compared 
with 68.500 units In April. Mul¬ 
tiple unit construction fell by 
almost one-quarter to 55.800 
units SAAR, from a level of 

74.800 units In April. 

"The sharp drop In May activ¬ 
ity Is a reversal of the April In¬ 
crease. Most of It Is due to mul¬ 
tiple unit construction which Is 
notoriously volatile." said Gilles 
Proule. Chief Economist at 
CMHC’s Market Analysis Cen¬ 
tre. "However, the decrease In 
May highlights that construc¬ 
tion of single-detached dwell¬ 
ings also weakened and will 
likely remain sluggish accord¬ 
ing to builders' reports. As a 
result, housing activity will re¬ 
main subdued over the short 
term." Proulx added. 

Ontario urban starts dropped 
to 38.100 units SAAR, from 

43.800 In April, after three con¬ 
secutive monthly Increases. 
Both single-detached and mul¬ 
tiple unit construction, mainly 
condominiums, contributed to 
the lower numbers. 

Urban Quebec starts fell to 
27.900 from a strong level of 
35.600 units SAARln April. The

decline was concentrated In con¬ 
dominium apartments while 
construction of single-detached 
dwellings was down only mar¬ 
ginally. 

British Columbia urban 
starts retreated to a level of 
32.900 from 37.400 units SAAR 
In April, a second consecutive 
decline. The decline was more 
significant within the multiple 
market for troth rental and con¬ 
dominium units. Construction 
of single-detached units also 
Inched down. 


Activity In the Prairies fell to 
14,600 units SAAR In May from 

21.800 in April mainly as a re¬ 
sult of much lower starts of con¬ 
dominium units In Alberta. 
Starts activity was also down In 
Saskatchewan while It rose In 
Manitoba. 

In contrast to the national 
trend, starts activity rose In the 
Atlantic region, reaching 6.100 
units SAAR In May. up from 
4,700 units the previous month.

Dogs have been rescuing 
people lor centuries anil the 
breed most of us associate 
with smiling out those who 
get lost in the world's wild 
parts is the St. Bernard. 

They have been doing it 
lor more than four hundred 
years up in the Swiss Alps, 
and you must have seen 
pictures or drawings of 
them, knee-deep in snow 
with a little brandy barrel 
strapped underneath their 
chins! 

But much more humble 
dogs have been saving lives 
in Britain over the last 25 
years — all members of a 
canine corps of rescue ani¬ 
mals which search for vic¬ 
tims in the bleakest parts of 
lire countryside. 

They are the dogs of 
SARDA. which stands for 
The Search And Rescue 
Dog Association. They 
conic in all shapes and 
sizes and from all breeds: 
German shepherds, collies, 
labradors, and retrievers. 
When they are not on duty, 
they are all soft, loving pels. 
But they have been specially 
trained to become some of 
England's elite working 
dogs in emergencies, help¬ 
ing volunteer mountain res¬ 
cue teams. 

They save people from 
death and have sniffed out 
bodies of still-living people 
who have become buried in 
the snow. Two SARDA 
dogs were flown to El 
Salvador five years ago to 
find earthquake victims in 


the rubble. 

Scotland (with fero¬ 
cious weather conditions 
uncqualcd even on Everest, 
trapping walkers and moun¬ 
tain climbers) has its own 
SARDA team. Five years 
ago, a section was set up in 
Ireland. 

A trained search dog can 
track a human scent from a 
distance of 500 yards, even 
if the victim is buried under 
several feel of snow. As one 
handler puts it: "The work is 
often frustrating hours ol 
searching in bad weather 
conditions. But il the dogs 
don't always line the victim, 
they do save dozens of 
human searchers from wast¬ 
ing lime looking in the 
wrong places." 

SARDA is a very worthy 
cause. To be able to trans¬ 
form loving pel dogs into 
highly-trained rescuers is a 
costly job. Who knows? 
One day in the future, you 
might be glad to have a 
SARDA dog come running 
up to you. 

Some more doggone facts 

There are 200 recognized 
breeds of dog in the world. 
The first true breed is con¬ 
sidered to be the Saluki, 
which was actually bred by 
the ancient Egyptians. 

According to the record 
books, three breeds of dog 
hold the record for the 
largest number of puppies in 
one litter — 23 each; they 
arc the St. Bernard. Great
